The Contract for Printing 
the New Charter.

The Streets to be Kept Clean While 
the Odd Fellows are iu 
the City. 


The City Council met yesterday morn­ 
ing, President Humphreys in the chair, 
and Couneilmen 
Hawley, 
Moriarty, 
Lovell, Cohn, Book, Collins, Sinsabaugh, 
Bosbysheli, Mathews and Hiller pfesent. 
Clerk Teed read a communication from 
the lim es, claiming that its bid for pub­ 
lishing the Charter was lower than that 
of the Tribune, to which paper the con­ 
tract was awarded. 
Mr. Book moved 
that the action 
awarding the contract to the TVibune be 
reconsidered. 
Mr. Cohn said that the contract was 
out of the hands of the Council, and was 
in the hands of the Mayor, and could not 
he reconsidered until he had refused to 
sign it. 
The Mayor was sent for. 
Mr. Hawley moved that the City At­ 
torney take action to forfeit the franchise 
of the East Side Water Company. Mr. 
Hawley said that the residents of East 
Loe Angeles had been without water for 
five days. 
Mr. Cohn moved that the Water Com­ 
pany be notified to furnish Water, and 
if it does not, that legal steps be taken 
Carried. 
The following messages were received 
from the Mayor: 
I return herewith without my approval 
an ordinance entitled “ An ordinance de­ 
claring Los Angeles street open and that 
Negro Alley be vacated.” 
I make no 
objection to section 6 of that ordinance 
declaring Los Angeles street open, but, 
on the contrary, am decidedly in favor of 
it, and would recommend that a new or­ 
dinance be immediately passed, embrac­ 
ing that part of the ordinance herewith 
returned providing that said street be de­ 
clared open. 
I am, however, opposed to section 2 of 
that ordinance, vacating Negro Alley, as 
I do not think it just or equitable that 
the property owners on that street should 
lose their present frontage or have any 
of their rights impaired without a fair 
consideration. A number of these prop­ 
erty owners have presented strong aud 
serious objections to me in the matter, 
and their prayer should be heeded. The 
frontage they have now is of considerable 
value, and should the street be vacated 
by your order it would entail an expense 
and, in my opinion, an unnecessary liti­ 
gation upon the city. I this connection 
I would further recommend that the 
Street Superintendent be instructed to 
immediately remove all obstructions on 
Los Angeles street, and that the neces­ 
sary steps be at once taken to grade and 
pave that street. 
On motion, the message was received 
and filed. 
An ordinance declaring Los Angeles 
street opened was read. 
Mr. W. Van Dyke asked that the mat­ 
ter be referred to the Board of Public 
Works. He thought it was not right to 
decide to allow Negro alley to rem ain 
open and to open Ijos Angeles street. 
The contract made in the Superior Court 
was that Negro alley should be closed. 
Mr. Variel appeared on behalf of the 


him that the bid of the Tribune was the 
lowest. He asked that the contract be 
handed to the Mayor to see whether he 
would sign it. 
Mayor Workman said that he thought 
that the Times should have the contract, 
it having, to his mind, bid the lowest. 
He therefore refused to sign it. 
Mr, Cohn moved that the communica­ 
tion of the Mayor be received aud tiled 
and that the Clerk be instructed to sign 
the contract with the Tribune Publishing 
Company. 
The motion was lost by a 
vote of 7 to 4. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh, Mr. Humphreys, 'ur. 
Bosbysheli and Mr. Book voted against 
the proposition and spoke in favor of the 
Times. 
Mr. Lovell and Mr. Cohn thought the 
Tribune's bid showed on its face that it 
was the lowest. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh moved that the con­ 
tract be awarded to the Times. The vote 
stood the same as before. 
Mr. Cohn moved that the Ti xbune. be 
awarded the contract and the Mavor be 
requested to sign the contract. Carried 
unanimously, Mr. Sinsabaugh explaining 
that if he had more time he would fight 
the award of the contract. 
The matter of electric lights was then 
brought up again and Mr. CollinB moved 
that the whole report of the Committee 
be adopted. 
Mr. Lovell moved that the 
matter be deferred for a week. 
Carried. 
The report of the Board of Public 
Works as published in yesterday's H e r­ 
a ld was adopted. 
Mayor Workman reported that he had 
signed the contract with the Tribune for 
printing the Charter. 
Mr. Cohn moved that the Street Super­ 
intendent be instructed to see that all 
contractors under the Vrooman act per­ 
form their work according to law. Car­ 
ried. 
The Street Superintendent reported 
that the valve of the hydrant on the 
Mission Road had been broken. 
Mr. Collins said that he thought that 
the hydrant should be taken out so that 
the citizens would be supplied water. 
He said he did not approve of the action 
of Mr. Hazard in the matter, but be 
thought that the citizens 
should be 
looked but for. 
Mr. Book moved that the matter be 
referred to a special committee. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh said he was in favor of 
taking away the police force and sus­ 
pending sprinkling for a time. He was 
not in favor of relinquishing any rights 
that the city might have, but he thought 
the citizens' should have water. 
Mr. Bosbysheli said he was in favor of 
the city maintaining its rights, but he 
was willing to suspend sprinkling for a 
while. 
A motion to take away the police was 
carried. 
The matter of repairing the Daly street 
bridge was referred to the City Surveyor 
to estimate the amount of the cost. 
Resolutions ordering paving on Fort 
street and sewers on Fort, First and 
Commercial streets, 
were 
read 
and 
adopted. 
The Mateo street railway franchise 
came up and was granted. 
The Finance Committee recommended 
that the rent for the roomb of the City 
Assessor he stopped after the 15th inst. 
Adopted. 
The Land Committee recommended 
that a quit claim deed be given to Mrs. 
McDougall. Adopted. 
Adjourned to 2 o’clock to-day.

The ordinance was then adopted, and 
the Street Superintendent was instructed 
to remove the obstructions on Los An­ 
geles street. 
The following message from the Mayor 
was read and the suggestions were or­ 
dered carried out by the Board of Public 
Works and Street Superintendent: 
In view of tbe many visitors who will 
shortly be in this city to attend the Odd 
Fellows’ Encampmeut, I would suggest 
to your honorable body to authorize and 
instruct the Street Superintendent to em­ 
ploy an extra force of men to thoroughly 
clean up the streets and gutters at once. 
The many piles of building materials 
blocking up the principal streets and 
sidewalks are an eye-sore and should be 
at once removed as in a number of in­ 
stances the contractors have taken bodily 
possession of the public pavement, forc­ 
ing pedestrians to go into the streets.

Assigned to the Insane Asylum by 
Judge Gardiner. 
Carrie Petchner, the daughter of Frank 
Petchner, of Riverside, was taken before 
Judge Gardiner yesterday afternoon and 
examined for ineanity.

Hamm ond only uncoupled the 
first two cars, and they seeing that one 
of them was marked express thought it 
was all right and told him to pull out, 
W hen they had got about two miles fur­ 
ther on they called on him to stop, and 
they proceeded to search the cars.

im migration as 
they are trying to make out they are the 
defeat of Harrison in every Pacific Coast 
State would be a foregone conclusion. 
He would be defeated now. The H e r a ld 
last Saturday morning gave the full re­ 
cord of legislation in the United States 
Senate on the exclusion of the Chinese. 
That record showed beyond a possibility 
of dispute these facts: 
At the inception 
of the agitation the Fast was apathetic, 
but nearly all the Democrats in the Sen­ 
ate at once went into an investigation of 
the question, and with the instincts of 
the party strong in mind, soon developed 
a positive anti-Chinese sentiment.

As to General H arrison, the Republican 
candidate for the Presidency at this time, 
sitting in the Senate many years after 
this agitation had culminated and down to 
four years ago, he always voted with the 
m ajority of his party against all bills 
whose purpose waB to exclude or even 
restrict Chinese immigration. In a letter 
which General Harrison wrote to his 
friend, Rev. J. B. Brandt, of St. Louis, he 
acknowledges all this. 
He conld not 
deny it, for the records show that 
General Harrison in each and every vote 
acted with his party and in favor of the 
Chinese being let alone. 
Before the 
nomination was made at Chicago, Sena­ 
tor Ingalls wrote to delegates at Chicago 
deprecating the nomination of Harrison 
because of his “ awkward record on the 
Chinese question.” 
During the sitting 
of that Convention M. H . De Young, of 
the San Francisco Chronicle, virulently 
attacked Harrison on his bad record on 
this m atter, and declared th a t his nom­ 
ination would lose this Coast to the party 
on this very issue. 
These are all facts 
as indisputable as is the rising of the sun. 
There is no escape for these truths. 
The 
Chinese are here. 
The Re­ 
publican 
judges who preside 
over 
the 
Federal 
courts 
in 
San 
Fran­ 
cisco are rushing them in as fast as 
the legal mill can be turned. 
The Re­ 
publican Senate, the other day, refused 
to ratify a treaty by whose provisions the 
Chinese could have 
been 
excluded. 
Their tinkering with it has loft our ports 
open for m onths, during which tim e the 
Mongols have flocked in by the thous­ 
and. 
It may be that this tinkering will 
defeat the treaty entirely. Only yester­ 
day, in the Senate, Senator Sherman, 
late a most prominent candidate of the 
Republican party for the Presidential 
nomination, was found 
on the floor 
of 
the 
Senate pleadiog against the 
restriction of the Chinese. 
As soon as 
the Democratic members of the Lower 
House learned that tho treaty v 
jeopardy they hastened to pass an act of 
absolute exclusion. 
It hangs fire in the 
Republican Senate, and if paseed there 
at all, it will be under pressure of the 
pending campaign, and its provisions 
will be made void by Republican chi­ 
cane somewhere. 
There is the record of the parties 
this vital issue. 
Under Republican rule 
the Chinese will still come here in un­ 
restricted numbers. 
Under any Demo­ 
cratic policy they will be excluded. Their 
coming means lower and lower wages for 
labor year by year. That is why the Re­ 
publican party favors their admission. 
Their exclusion means an immediate en­ 
hancement of wages.

Know-Nothiogism, with the Irish Home 
Rule, and with the Germans anjadvocate 
of Prince Bismarck—that is if the G er­ 
man thinks that way. If he is a liberal 
German, then Republicanism is for that, 
too.

Workingmen, stop for a m om ent and 
consider. If this be true, why is it that 
the great monopolists who im port pauper 
labor in the country are in favor of this 
protection system? The simple fact of 
the m atter is plain to be seen—it is all a 
humbug.

There were eighteen divisions, eight of 
them comprising the Ohio Department, 
which was out in full force; the ninth 
division was made up of the Veteran 
Crippled Soldiers Association, Mexican 
veterans, Andrew’s Raiders, a Naval 
squadron and tho Twelfth United States 
Colored Volunteer In fantry; the Depart­ 
ment of Illinois constituted the tenth 
division; Wisconsin and Iowa, the elev­ 
enth ; Indiana the twelfth and thirteen th ; 
Kansas, the fourteenth; the fifteenth in­ 
cluded Pennsylvania, New York, Con­ 
necticut, Massachusetts, Missouri, Min­ 
nesota, Maryland, Maine, New Jersey 
and Virginia; the sixteenth, Michigan; 
seventeenth, California, Rhode Island, 
New Hampshire, West Virginia, Ver­ 
mont, Arkansas, Now Mexico, U tah, 
Tennessee, Georgia. Dakota, Colorado, 
Delaware, I Oregon, Kentucky, W ashing­ 
ton Torritory, Florida, 
Montana and 
Texas; eighteenth, Sons of Veterans 
Division. 
In 
advance of the divis­ 
ions which marched in numerical order 
were tlie Commander of the Parade and 
the 
Commander-in-Chief, 
with their 
staffs, and the Ohio Battle Flag Veteran 
Battalion. On Broad street, north of the 
State House, the immense and beauti­ 
fully decorated reviewing stand held the 
distinguished guests. All along the liue 
of march the streets 
were densely- 
packed, the sight of the grizzled and 
gray “ boys” bringing tears and shouts 
of admiration. 
There were continuous 
waves of applause up and down the city 
as the veterans marched by. 
The old 
Boldiers themselves joined in the enthu­ 
siasm and heartily cheered in response, 
especially when they passed the review­ 
ing stand, on which stood “ Old Tecutn- 
seh” and others of their former leaders. 
Tho parade was the most successful 
ever held by the organization. For hour 
after hour the immense procession filed 
along, and still it stretched into the dis­ 
tance so that its ends could not he seen. 
General W . T. Sherman appeared on the 
stand at 11 o’clock, aud was received by 
the crowd with cheers. 
Mrs. General 
Logau, Mrs. General Algor and Mrs. 
Governor Foraker appeared soon after, 
and were welcomed in the same way. 
Judge Thurm an also occupied a seat, 
on the stand. During the parade Gover­ 
nor Foraker, General Alger and General 
Fairchild, Commander-in-Chief Rea, ex­ 
President 
Hayes and wife. Governor 
Tnayer of Nebraska, aud many others 
took seats reserved for them on the stand. 
When the Sheridan Battalion, of Somer­ 
set, Ohio, marched by the stand there 
was tumultuous cheering, as was alsojthe 
case on the appearance of the John’ A 
Ixjgan Post and U. S. Grant Post.

that greeted them. 
One noticeable and 
much applauded feature was the sight of 
700 children from the Ohio Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ O rphans’ Home at Xenia, who 
had come in a special train to see the 
parade. 
The procession was four hours 
and forty minutes passing the reviewing 
stand. 
After the parade 
about ten 
thousand people crowded up to the re­ 
viewing 
stand to call for speeches. 
Governor Foraker took chargo of the 
meeting, and one after another intro­ 
duced the distinguished people, who 
stood around, the crowd cheering each 
name. 
This evening the National officers and 
members of the staff met in the law lib­ 
rary at the State House, and some pleas­ 
ant remembrances were there given to 
their chiefs.

There were 
about thirty or forty men at the south 
heading and twenty-five in the n o rth .

them both off at once. 
The m en in 
the south end were just leaving the head­ 
ing to get in a safe place when a fearful 
explosion shook the m ountain, over­ 
whelmed the workmen, blew some of 
them to atom s and buried others under 
rocks and earth.

lead on th e way out escaped unhurt, but 
the rear of the crowd caught the full 
force of the explosion. 
Several were

lion. M. M. Estee and others, Committee: 
G e n tle m e n — When your Committee 
visited me on the 4th of July last and 
presented the official annonncem ent of 
m y nomination for the Presidency of tho 
U nited States by the Republican National 
Convention, I promised as soon as prac­ 
ticable to communicate you a more for­ 
mal acceptance of the nomination. Since 
th at tim e the work of receiving and ad­ 
dressing, alm ost daily, large delegations 
of my fellow citizens has not only occu­ 
pied all of my tim e, but has in some 
measure rendered it unnecessary for me 
to use this letter as a medium of com­ 
municating to the public my views on 
the questions involved in the campaign. 
I appreciate very highly the confidence 
and respect manifested by the Conven­ 
tion, and accept the nomination with a 
feeling of gratitude and the full sense of 
the responsibilities which accompany it.

sincerely cannot stop short of an abso­ 
lute elimination from our tariff laws of 
the principle of protection. 
The Mills 
bill is only a step, but it is toward an 
object that the leaders of Democratic 
thought and legislation havo clearly in 
mind. The im portant question is not so 
much the length of the step as the direc­ 
tion of it. 
Judged by the Executive message of 
December last, by the Mills bill, by the 
debate in Congress and by the St. Louis 
platform, tho Democratic party will, if 
supported by the country, place the tariff 
laws upon a purely revenue basis.

citizens as the increased cost of the do­ 
mestic product, resulting from the tariff 
laws, may not intend to discredit in the 
m inds of others our system of levying 
duties on competing foreign products, but 
it is clearly already discredited in their 
own. We cannot doubt, w ithout im­ 
pugning their integrity, that if free to act 
upon their conviction they would so re­ 
vise our laws as to lay the burden of the 
customs revenues upon articles that are 
not produced in this country, and to 
Í»lace upon the free list competing 
oreign products. 
I do not stop 
to 
refute this theory as to its effect on 
our duties. Those who advance it are 
the students of maxims, and not of m ar­ 
kets. They may be safely allowed to call 
their project “ Tariff Reform ," if the peo­ 
ple understand that in the end the argu­ 
m ent compels free trade in all competing 
products. This end may not be reached 
abruptly, and its approach may be ac­ 
companied with some expressions of 
sympathy for our protected industries and 
our working people, but it will certainly 
come if these early steps do not arouee 
the people to effective resistence. 
PROTECTION A NECESSITY. 
The Republican party holds that a 
protective tariff is constitutional, whole­ 
some and necessary. 
We do not offer a 
fixed schedule, but a principle. 
We will 
revise the schedule, modify the rates, but 
always with an intelligent provision as to 
its effect upon domestic production and 
the wages of our working people. 
We 
believe it to be one of the worthy objects 
of tariff legislation to preserve th e Ameri­ 
can m arket for 
American 
products, 
and 
to 
maintain 
the 
American 
scale of 
wages 
by adequate 
dis­ 
criminating duties upon foreign com­ 
peting products. 
The effects of lower 
rates and larger im portations upon the 
public revenue is contingent and doubt­ 
ful, but not so tho effect upon American 
production and American wages. 
Less 
work and lower wages m ust be accepted 
as the inevitable result of the increased 
offering of foreign g *>ds in our m arket. 
By way of recompense for this reduction 
in his wages and the loss of the American 
market, it is suggested th a t the dim in­ 
ished wages of the workingmen will have 
an undiminished purchasing power, and 
that he will be able to mako up for the 
loss of the home m arket by an enlarged 
foreign market. 
Our-workingmon have the settlem ent 
of the question in their own hands. They 
now obtain higher wages and live more 
comfortably 
than 
those 
of 
any 
other 
country. 
They 
will 
make 
choice. of the substantial advantages 
they 
have 
in 
hand 
and 
the 
defective promises and forecasts of those 
theorizing reformers. 
They will decide 
for 
themselves 
and for the country 
w hether the protective system shall be 
continued or destroyed. 
THE SURPLUS. 
The fact of a Treasury surplus, the 
am ount of which is variously stated, has 
directed public attention to the consider­ 
ation of m ethods by which the National 
income may best be reduced to the level 
of a wise and necessary expenditure. This 
condition has been settled upon by those 
who are hostile to protective custom du­ 
ties as an advantageous plea of attack 
upon oar tariff laws. They have magni­ 
fied and nursed the surplus which they 


affect to deprecate, seemingly for the pur 
pose of exaggerating the evil in order to 
reconcile the people to the extrem e rem ­ 
edy they propose. 
A proper redaction 
of the revenue does not necessitate and 
should not suggest the abandonment 
or 
im pairm ent 
of 
the 
protective 
system. 
The methods suggested by 
our Convention will not need to be ex­ 
hausted in order to effect the necessary 
reductions. 
We are not likely to be 
called, I think, to make the present 
choice between the surrender of our 
protective system and the entire repeal 
of our internal taxes. 
Such a contin­ 
gency, in view of the present relation of 
the expenditures to the revenues, is re­ 
mote. The inspection and regulation of 
tho manufacture and sale of oleomar­ 
garine is im portant, and the revenue de­ 
rived from it is not so great th at a repeal 
of the law need enter into any plan of 
revenue reduction. 
The surplus now 
in 
the 
Treasury 
should 
be used 
in the purchase of bonds. 
The law 
authorizes this use of it, and if it 
is not needed for current or deficiency 
appropriations tho people, and not the 
banks in which it has been deposited, 
should have the advantage of its use, by 
stopping the interest on the public debt. 
At least those who needlessly hoard it 
should not be allowed to use the fear of 
a monetary stringency thus produced, to 
coerce public sentiment opon other ques­ 
tions. 
FOREIGN CONTRACT LABOR. 
Closely connected with the subject of 
Tariff is that of the im portation of for­ 
eign laborers under contract of services 
to be performed here. 
The law now in 
force prohibiting such 
contracts 
re­ 
ceived my cordial support in the Sen­ 
ate, and 
such am endm ents as may 
be 
found 
necessary 
effectively 
to 
deliver our workingmen and women from 
this most inequitable form of competition, 
will have my sincere advocacy. 
le g is­ 
lation prohibiting the importation of la­ 
borers under contract to serve here will, 
however, afford very inadequate relief to 
our working people if the system of pro­ 
tective duties is broken down. 
If the 
products of American shops m ust com­ 
pete in the American m arket, without 
favoring duties, with the products of 
cheap foreign labor, the effect will be 
different. 
W hether cheap labor is across 
the street or over the sea, such competi­ 
tion will soon reduce the wages here to 
the level of those abroad, and when that 
condition is reached we will not need 
any laws forbidding the importation of 
laborers under contract. They will have 
no inducement to come and the employer 
no inducement to send for them. 
’ 
In the earlier years of our history pub­ 
lic agencies to promote immigration were 
common. The pioneer wanted a neigh­ 
bor with more friendly instincts than the 
In d ian ; labor was scarcer and fully em ­ 
ployed ; but the day of the Immigration 
Bureau lias gone by. 
While our doors 
will continue to bo open to proper immi- 
i ¡[ration, we do not need to issue special 
uvitations to the inhabitants of other 
countries to come to our shores or to 
share our citizenship. 
Indeed, the ne­ 
cessity of some inspection and lim ita­ 
tion is obvious. 
We should resolutely 
refuse to perm it foreign governments to 
send their paupers and criminals to our 
ports. 
CHINESE IMMIGRATION. 
We are also clearly under a duty to de­ 
fend our civil position by excluding alien 
races, whose ultim ate assimilation with 
oar people is neither possible nor desir­ 
able. The family has been the nucleus 
of our best immigration, and the home 
the most potent assimilating force in our 
civilization. The objections to Chinese 
immigration are distinctive and conclus­ 
ive, and aro now so generally accepted as 
such that the question has passed en­ 
tirely beyond the stage of argum ent. The 
laws relating to this subject would, if I 
should be charged with their enforce­ 
m ent, be faithfully executed. 
Such 
am endments or further legislation aB 
may be necessary and propor to prevent 
evasions of the laws, and to stop further 
Chinese immigration, would also meet 
my approval. 
The expressions of the 
Convention upon this subject is in entire 
harmony with my views. 
THE RIGHT OF SUFFRAGE. 
Our civil compact is a government by 
the majority, and the law loses its sanc­ 
tion, and the m agistrate our respect, 
when this compact is broken. Tho evil 
results of election frauds do not expend 
themselves upon the the voters who are 
robbed of their rightful influence in pub­ 
lic affairs. The individual, or commun­ 
ity or party that practices or connives at 
election frauds has suffered irreparable 
injury, and will sooner or later realize 
that to exchange the American system of 
majority rule for minority control, is not 
only unlawful and unpatriotic,but very un­ 
safe for those who promote it. The dis­ 
franchisement of a single legal elector, 
by fraud or iutimidation, is a crime too 
great to be regarded lightly. The right 
of every qualified elector to cast one free 
ballot and to have it honestly counted, 
must not be questioned. Every Consti­ 
tutional power should be used to mako 
this right secure and pnnish fraudo upon 
tho ballot. Our colored people do not 
ask Bpecial legislation in their interest, 
but only to be made secure m the com­ 
mon rights of American citizenship. 
They will, however, naturally mistrust 
the sincerity of those party leaders who 
appeal to their race for support only in 
those localities where suffrage is free 
and election doubtful, and compass their 
disfranchisement where their votes would 
be controlling and their choice cannot be 
coerced. 
EDUCATION. 
The Nation not less than the State is 
dependent for its prosperity and security 
upon the intelligence and morality of the 
people. This common interest has very 
easily suggested National aid in the 
establishment and endowment of schools 
and colleges in the new States. 
There 
is, I believe, at present an exigency that 
calls fcr a still more liberal and direct 
appropriation in aid of common school 
education in the States. 
TERRITORIAL ADMISSION. 
The Territorial form of government is 
a temporary expedient and not a perma­ 
nent civil condition. It is adapted to the 
exigency that suggested it, but becomes 
inadequate and even oppressive when 
applied to fixed and populous communi­ 
ties. 
Several Territories are well able to 
bear the burdens and discharge the du­ 
ties 
of 
free 
commonwealths 
in 
the American 
Union. 
To 
exclude 
them is 
to 
deny 
the 
just rights 
of their people and may well excite their 
indignant response. No question of the 
political preference of the people in a 
Territory should close against them the 
hospitable door which has been opened 
to two-thirds of the existing S tates; but 
admission should be absolutely refused 
to any Territory, a majority of whose 
people cherish institutions that are re­ 
pugnant to our civilization or inconsistent 
with a Republican form of government. 


TRUSTS AND COMBINATIONS. 
The declarations of the Convention 
against all combinations of capital organ­ 
ized in trusts, or otherwise, to control ar­ 
bitrarily the condition of trade among 
our citizens, are in harm ony with the 
views entertained and publicly expressed 
by me long before the assembling of the 
Convention. 
Ordinarily capital shares 


the 
losses 
of 
idleness 
with 
labor, 
but 
under 
the 
operation 
of 
a 
trust, 
in 
some 
of 
its 
forms, the wage-workers alone suffer the 
loss, while the idle capital receives its 
dividend upon the trust fund ; producers 
who refuse to join the combination are 
destroyed, and competition as an element 
of prices is eliminated. 
It can not be 
doubted that legislative authority should 
and will find a method of dealing fairly 
and effectually with these and other 
abuses connected with this subject. 
PENSIONS FOR SOLDIERS. 
It can hardly be necessary for me 
to say that I am heartily in sym pa­ 
thy with the declaration of the Conven­ 
tion upon the subject of pensions to our 
soldiers and sailors. 
W hat they gave, 
and what I had some opportunity to ob­ 
serve and in a small measure to experi­ 
ence, they gave ungrudgingly. 
It was 
not a trade, but 
an 
offering; 
the 
measure 
was 
heaped 
upon 
run­ 
ning over. 
W hat they achieved only 
distant generations can adequately tell. 
W ithout attem pting to discuss particular 
propositions, I may add th a t measures 
in behalf of the surviving veterans of 
the war and of the families of their dead 
comrades should be conceived and exe­ 
cuted in a spirit of justice and of most 
grateful liberality; and that, in compe­ 
tition for civil appointments, honorable 
military service should have appropriate 
recognition. 
THE CIVIL SERVICE. 
The law regulating appointm ents to a 
classified civil service received my sup­ 
port in the Senate, in the belief that it 
opened the way to a m uch needed re­ 
form. 
I still think so, and therefore 
lordially approve the clear and forcible 
expressions of the Convention on this 
subject. The law should have the aid of 
a friendly interpretation and should be 
faithfully and vigorously enforced. All 
appointments under it should bo abso­ 
lutely free fronv 
partisan 
consider­ 
ation and influence. 
Some extensions 
of the classified list are practicable and 
desirable, and further legislation extend­ 
ing the reform to other branches of the 
service to which it is applicable, would 
receive my approval. 
In appointments 
to every grade and departm ent, fitness, 
and not party service, should be the 
essential and discriminating test, and 
fidelity and efficiency the only sure ten­ 
ure of office. 
Onlv the interests of the 
rablic service should suggest removals 
rom office. 
I know the practical diffi­ 
culty attending the attem pt to apply the 
spirit of the civil service rules to all the 
appointments and removals. 
It will, 
however, 
be 
my sincere purpose, if 
elected, to advance the reform. 
VIRTUE AND TEMPERANCE. 
I notice with pleasure th a t the Con­ 
vention did not omit to express its solici­ 
tude for the promotion of virtue and 
temperance among our people. 
The Re­ 
publican party has always been friendly 
to everything that tended to make the 
home life of our people free, pure and 
prosperous, and will in the future be true 
to its history in this respect. 
FOREIGN RELATIONS. 
Our relations 
w ith 
ioroign powers 
should be characterized by friendliness 
and respect. Tbe right of our people and 
of our ships to hospitable treatm ent 
should be insisted upon with dignity and 
firmness. 
Our Nation is too great, both 
in m aterial strength and in moral power, 
to indulge in bluster or to be suspected 
of timorousness. 
Vaciliation and in­ 
consistency are as incompatible with suc­ 
cessful 
diplomacy 
as they are with 
the National dignity. 
We should espec­ 
ially cultivate and extend our diplomatic 
ana commercial relations w ith the Cen­ 
tral and Southern States. 
Our fisheries 
should be fostered and protected. 
The 
hardships and risks that are the neces­ 
sary incidents of the business shall not 
be increased by an inhospitable exclusion 
from the near lying ports. The resources 
of a firm,dignified and consistent diplom­ 
acy are undoubtedly equal to the prompt 
and peaceful solution of the difficulties 
that now exist. 
Our neighbors will 
surely not expect in our ports a commer­ 
cial hospitality they deny to us in theirs. 
CONCLUSION. 
I cannot extend this letter by a special 
reference to other subjects upon which 
the Convention gave an expression. In 
respect to them , as well as to these, I 
have noticed I am in entire agreement 
with tho declarations of the Convention. 
The resolutions relating to coinage and 
the rebuilding of the Navy, to coast 
defenses and to 
public 
lands, 
ex­ 
press 
conclusions 
to 
all of which 
gave my support in the Senate. In ­ 
viting a calm and thoughtful consider­ 
ation of these public questions, we sub­ 
m it them to the people. Their intelli­ 
gent patriotism and the good Providence 
that made and has kept us a nation, will 
lead them to wise and safe conclusions.

Eight persona were killed and five in­ 
jured by the explosion of a threshing 
machine boiler at Ciron, France. 
A Portuguese gunboat has arrived at 
Tangier to support 
Portugal’s claim 
against the Sultan. 
It is reported that Senator Beck, of 
Kentucky, is threatened with an affec­ 
tion of the heart. He will probably not 
return to his duties in the Senate until 
next session. 
General Clinton B. Fish, the Prohibi­ 
tion Presidential candidate, has a severe 
cold, making it necessary for him to can­ 
cel several important engagements and 
retire from active work for some days. 
George Francis Train, anxious to help 
the stricken city of Jacksonville, says if 
invited he will go into all the fever- 
stricken holes. 
He is confident that he 
can arrest the scourge. 
The dory Dark Secret, which started 
on a voyage from Boston to Queenstown 
some weeks ago, was abandoned at sea 
by Captain Anderson, who arrived at 
New \ ork Tuesday morning on the Nor­ 
wegian bark Nora. 
A hotly contested fight took place at 
Bay Chester Monday moming between 
Jack Grace and Jack Delany. Grace bad 
the worst of it, and in the sixth round 
was knocked out with a split nose, both 
eyes closed and two teeth knocked out. 
Father Flatly, of St. Mary’s Church, 
Malden, Mass., last Sunday announced 
that he had received instructions from 
the Archbishop ac Baltimore, that all 
Catholic parents having children must 
send them to the parochial schools under 
pain of sin.

“The letter endeavors to show that all 
protected articles of manufacture cost 
the American purchaser more than they 
should, whereas it has been Bhown over 
and over again in the course of tariff dis­ 
cussion , that a large proportion of such 
articles are as cheap, if not cheaper, in 
the United States than in England, many 
such articles, in fact, being exported 
from this country.” 
The Times certainly 
deserves 
the 
thanks of all those who are opposed to 
the robber tariff for so completely giving 
its case away. For if protected articles 
are “as cheap, if not cheaper,” here than 
in England, if protection on these articles 
does not protect, then it taxes the whole 
people and piles up a surplus without 
«ven benefiting the few who manufacture 
snch articles.

This is an inflam m ation of th e M ucous Mem­ 
brane lin in g th e Bronchial Tubes, an d Is one of 
the m ost com m on of all th e pnlm onary dis­ 
eases.

Chronic Bronchitis. 


C hronic B ronchitis is also an Inflam m ation of 
the m ucous m em brane oí bronchial tubes. B ut 
th is form m ore often occurs later in life. W hen 
a cold settles on the lungs the disease eith er 
ends in bronchitis or pneum onia. If it ends in 
bronchitis it usually passes off as a cold In th e 
cheat, and still th e patient dees not feel en tire­ 
ly w ell.

There are no cavities or 
tubcrclcB in th e lungs, b at m erely a w asting 
away of the larger bronchial tubes, an d death 
takes plane from obstruction of th e bronchial 
tubes and a ir cells of th e lungs.

streaks of blood m ake th eir appearance in th e 
m ncus, and at tim es there is a disagreeable 
sm ell. 
Persons thus afflicted are very liable to 
take cold, at w hich tim es the m ncus becom es 
clear and frothy, nnd it is not uncom m only th e 
case th at the patient dies in one of these attacks
